COMMUNISTS MURDER 


THE SPANISH PREMIER 


MADRID. Mar 9.—The three assas- 


sins who killed Premier Eduardo Dato 
of Spain as he was on his way home 
from the chamber oi deputies last 
night, were said by the police today to 
be Communists. 


Medical examination of the body 


showed that the cartridges used by 
the assassins had been nicked on the 
end with a knife so that they would 
expand and make death certain. The 
assassins had been waiting for Senor 
Dato.

PROTECTIVE AIR CUSHION. 


Stupendous numbers of meteors ex- 


ist in interstellar space. Their num- 
ber, even in our own solar system, is 
incomprehensible. These meteors are 
solid bodies varying in size from mere 
grains of duet up to otheri many fMt 


in diamter and weighing tons. The 
earth, in its annual revolution around 
the sun. encounters tens of millions of 
these meteoric bodies every twenty- 
four hours. The atmosphere of the 
earth acts as a cushion to break the 
fall of these bodies, and to consume 
nearly all of them before they reach 
the earth's surface 
Rushing through 


the upper strata of the atmosphere 
with speed sometimes rescuing forty- 
five miles per second, their friction 
with the atmosphere heats them al- 
most instantly to the burning and con- 
suming point.
